The 
Btudents themselves joined in a spontane- 
ous outbur.st at the occasion of that special 
convocation. It would seem that the feel- 
ing .shown then has cooled down, and the 
^èiùlts will be known to the j-eprcsenta- 
"tlves of che otlier Universities assembled 
i'.t Toronto. 

The Art of Compromising 

OjPiVlE ])eoiJle ihere are who would rather 
%^'fe^iaye no bread than half a loaf any 
dav. 'They .stoutly maintain that one mu.gt 
Htànd by one's principles, and never give 
ground to an opjronent. If one's stand 
reBult.s in a deadlock, well and good. Dead- 
locks are necetssary evilf-. 

It is very difficult sometimes to know 
just whether it is right to maintain a 
stand or to compromise with an opponent. 
It is impossible to judge by public opinion, 
because there are always some who de- 
signate a determined front obiitinacy, and 
an effoi-t toward cuiieiliation, weakness. 

That promising is indeed an art will be 
.sadiy admitted by any who liavc daily to 
make important decisions. There are no 
guiding and inflexible principles which 
one may utilize in all instances. At the best 
one may have but a rule-of-thuinb. 

The only way in wliich one may gauge 
a compromise is by submitting it to the 
test of pragmatism— if we do such a thing, 
will it work out well or ill? And yet who 
can say in advance what will be the effects 
ten year.s hence of what we do to-day V We 
can only visualize. the situation befoi-e us 
iificOur minds and attempt to judge hy the 
;-.j)ro^fti)Ie results. 
:#J jA.Vvery interesting study might be made 
' of .cqpipromises which have taken place in 
history and their effects. The Quebec Act 
alone would furnish much material fôr in- 
vestigation. What would have happened if 
it had been less lenient? The various peace 
treaties which have taken place in the 
wprlçl in the last twelve hundred years and 
the' ihutual conciliations arising from 
trade disputes of latei* days would be fer-, 
tile topics of di.scus.sion. 

That conipj'omises may have their 
value and may v/cl! justify tlie conciliations 
which must be made, would, we think, ])e 
opijiion reached iiftej- such a .study. A good 
coniprom,i,se ,hfis the notable adviantagp ,9^
